Garbage  Rate  Increase 
Necessary 

Due  to  an  increase  in  hauling  and  dumping  fees  and 
the  need  to  meet  additional  costs  for  the  Town's  compre- 
hensive recycling  programs,  the  Council  approved  an 
increase  for  residential  garbage  rates  on  March  3rd. 
The  decision  was  made  after  a  seven  month  study  by 
a  Council  subcommittee  which  conducted  a  thorough 
examination  of  rates,  fee  structures,  and  services.  The 
new  rates  for  garbage  and  recycling  collection  wUl 
appear  on  your  next  garbage  bill. 

Why  must  the  rates  go  up?  Your  garbage  biU  includes 
charges  for  a  number  of  separate  solid  waste  services 
which  have  increased  in  cost  since  the  last  rate 
adjustment  occurred,  in  1987. 

•  The  cost  of  hauling  garbage  and  recyclables  from 
your  home  to  the  disposal  site  has  increased.  The 
travel  distance  to  the  closest  landfill  in  San  Jose 
is  now  50  miles  round  trip.  Backyard  service,  low 
density  development,  and  the  lack  of  commercial 
accounts  make  collection  more  expensive  in 
our  Town. 
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Garbage  Increase 

(Continued  from  page  1) 

•    Garbage  is  hauled  to  Newby  Island  landfill.  Last 
July  the  City  of  San  Jose  increased  its  tax  on  each 
ton  dvnnped  at  this  site  from  $3  to  $13,  in  addition 
to  the  $20  fee  per  ton  charged  for  landfill  operation 
costs.  Recyclables  and  yard  waste  are  hauled  to  the 
Zanker  Resource  Recovery  Center.  Center  charges 
have  been  increased  by  171%,  to  $28  per  ton. 

The  Town  did  not  raise  garbage  rates  when  San  Jose 
increased  its  fees.  We  have  been  paying  the  increase  out 
of  the  general  fund,  with  the  hope  that  the  exorbitant 
fees  would  be  reversed  by  litigation.  Now  it  is 
imperative  to  stop  this  drain  on  the  general  fund.  Part  of 
the  rate  increase  in  your  garbage  will  cover  these 
increased  costs. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  collection  of  garbage  and  the 
bi-monthly  collection  of  recyclables,  your  garbage  biU 
also  pays  for  the  following  additional  services: 

1.  Four  Clean-Up  Days  a  year  when  you  can  drop  off 
almost  anything  at  six  locations  in  Town.  Call  the 
garbage  company  at  961-8040  for  information  on 
times  and  places. 

2.  Yard  Waste  Drop  Off  at  the  Town  Corporation 
Yard  on  Purissima  Road:  The  new  hours  will  be 
Thursday  through  Sunday,  9:00  a.m.  -  4:00  p.m. 
and  the  site  will  remain  open  all  year  round. 

3.  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Drop  Off:  This 
program  is  mandated  by  the  State.  You  need  an 
appointment.  Call  1-408-299-7300. 

4.  Town  costs  for  cleanup  of  illegal  dumping  to 
keep  our  creeks  and  roadsides  free  of  debris. 

5.  State,  County,  and  Town  administration,  and 
accountability  of  solid  waste  management 
programs  mandated  by  the  State. 

The  State  of  California  has  mandated  that  cities  reduce, 
reuse,  recycle,  and  compost  to  reduce  waste  going  to  the 
landfill  by  25%  by  1995  and  50%  by  the  year  2000,  or  face 
stiff  fines  of  up  to  $10,000  per  day  for  non-compUance. 
Garbage  collection,  dumping  and  recycling  have  now 
become  an  essential  government  service. 

As  an  environmental  leader,  our  Town  was  one  of  the 
first  cirtes  in  Santa  Clara  County  to  offer  a  yard  waste 
program.  Our  recycling  program  has  been  a  resounding 
success.  New  additional  programs  to  be  offered  in  the 
very  near  future  include  drop-off  recycling  for  card- 
board and  plastics  as  well  as  a  program  to  bring  com- 
post back  to  the  community.  Residents  do  have  the 
option  to  reduce  their  garbage  rates  by  taking  advantage 
of  recycling  and  yard  waste  programs.  It  will  take  a 
community-wide  effort  with  participation  from  all 
residents  to  meet  state  mandated  goals  and  to  continue 
reducing  the  amount  of  waste  going  to  the  landfUl.

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Your  Assistance  is  Needed 

The  Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills  is  Updating 
the  General  Plan  Housing  Element 

A  point  of  information:  The  Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills 
is  required  by  State  Law  to  provide  our  fair  share  of 
housing  for  the  region.  The  Town  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  updating  our  General  Plan  Housing  Element 
as  directed  by  the  State.  The  Housing  Element  is 
required  to  include  an  identification  and  analysis  of 
existing  and  projected  housing  needs.  Additionally, 
the  Town  is  required  to  make  a  statement  of  goals, 
policies,  quantified  objectives,  and  scheduled  programs 
for  the  preservation,  improvement,  and  development 
of  housing  in  the  Town.  The  Housing  Element  is  re- 
quired to  identify  adequate  sites  for  housing,  including 
rental  housing,  and  make  adequate  provision  for 
existing  and  projected  needs  of  all  economic  segments 
of  the  community. 

One  way  residents  can  help  the  Town  in  our  attempt 
to  meet  the  State  requirements  and  correctly  identify 
the  existing  rental  stock  is  for  residents  to  notify  the 
Town  of  existing  secondary  units  on  their  property, 
whether  attached  or  detached.  These  secondary  units 
are  permitted  uses.  However,  Town  Hall  is  not  aware 
of  many  of  the  units  that  currently  exist.  It  makes  no 
difference  if  the  units  are  being  rented  for  money,  or  for 
services,  or  if  no  rent  is  charged.  Any  information  on 
existing  rental  units  would  be  very  useful  to  the  Town.

Real  Estate  Directional  Signs 
Come  Down 

The  Town  Council  recently  adopted  a  new  ordinance 
that  prohibits  directional  signs  advertising  homes  or  lots 
for  sale.  Page  Mill  Road  and  El  Monte  were  becoming 
cluttered  with  such  signs.  Properties  for  sale  may  still 
exWbit  one  sign  and  real  estate  agents  or  owners  may 
still  place  small  "Open  House"  directional  signs,  but 
only  during  the  Open  House.  Los  Altos  Hills  allows  no 
other  outdoor  advertising  signs.  This  policy  keeps  our 
town  free  from  unnecessary  clutter. 


Our  New  Parade  Float 

New  Entry  Rolls  Out  at  Festival 
of  Lights  Parade 

During  this  past  holiday  season,  our  Town  unveiled 
its  new  parade  float  at  the  annual  "Festival  of  Lights" 
Parade,  held  in  downtown  Los  Altos  on  the  first  Sunday 
evening  following  Thanksgiving. 


Designed  by  Roger  Bumell,  and  built  by  the  Community 
Relations  Committee  using  many  donated  materials  and 
countless  local  volunteers,  the  final  result  was  acclaimed 
to  be  a  top  entry  in  the  parade. 

Animating  its  theme  of  "The  Hills  are  Alive,"  with  the 
familiar  Julie  Andrews  title  song  from  "The  Sound  of 
Music,"  the  float  was  conceived  to  depict  family  Ufe 
amidst  the  ambiance  and  nattu-al  hillside  setting  unique 
to  Los  Altos  Hills.

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Meeting  our  Neighbors 

Mel  and  Sally 
Hawley 

It  was  1947  when  Melvin 
and  Sally  Hawley  went 
looking  for  land  south 
of  Stanford  on  which  to 
build  a  house.  They 
found  and  bought  ten  beautiful  acres  up  in  the  hills, 
slightly  more  than  a  mile  west  of  the  railroad  station 
near  Main  Street,  in  a  httle  unincorporated  town  known 
locally  as  "Los  Altos."  This  charming  young  couple  was 
ready  to  settle  down,  having  recently  completed  a 
"tour"  in  the  Air  Force  which  followed  their  days  at  Yale 
and  at  Smith  College.  To  them,  "settling  down"  meant 
going  to  Stanford  Law  School,  raising  two  little  kids  (the 
third  one  came  a  couple  of  years  later),  and  building 
their  own  house  with  their  own  hands  —  and  all  at  the 
same  time. 

Since  they  had  never  built  anything  even  as  large  as 
an  outhouse,  one  presumes  that  the  occasional  itinerant 
carpenter  (and  a  few  friends  out  in  the  hills  who  gave 
them  a  hand  now  and  then)  knew  something  about 
construction,  for  their  lovely  house  is  still  standing 
firmly  after  nearly  50  years  of  infrequent  earthquakes. 

By  choosing  the  highest  part  of  their  land  for  the  house, 
the  views  from  their  windows  include  the  South  Bay  to 
the  East  and  a  closer  vista  down  below  of  Robleda  Road 
as  it  climbs  up  westward  toward  Black  Mountain. 

In  1952,  Mel  passed  the  Bar  Exam  on  the  first  try  and 
promptly  went  to  work  in  San  Jose  as  a  deputy  district 
attorney.  Within  three  years  he  ran  for  Sheriff  of  Santa 
Clara  County  and  won,  which  became  most  convenient 
for  the  founders  of  Los  Altos  Hills  who  were  then  trying 
to  put  a  new  town  together.  (Would  he  continue  to  have 
his  deputies  patrol  the  area?  Yes,  he  would.) 

After  two  terms  as  Sheriff  (during  which  he  spent 
weekends  on  the  beach  in  Aptos  pounding  nails  again, 
building  a  summer  home  that  is  still  there  despite  mud 
slides  from  behind  and  high  water  out  front)  he  tried 
pohrics  in  Sacramento  for  a  while,  but  soon  returned  to 
Los  Altos. 

He  began  his  law  practice  in  an  office  on  the  second 
floor  of  a  building  at  2nd  and  Main  which  had  a  history 
of  having  been  a  post  office,  school,  and  grocery  store. 
It  is  now  Eureka  Federal  Savings.  He  soon  joined  forces 
with  Paul  Myers  and  moved  to  166  Main  Street  where 
he  still  works. 

I  shall  always  remember  the  day  back  in  1956  when  he 
came  jeeping  through  the  orchards  with  a  bottle  of  wine 
and  some  papers  to  be  signed  —  some  petition  to  create 
"a  new  town"  in  the  hills.  God  Bless  people  with  vision.

Addressing  our  Addresses 

City  Manager  Les  Jones  requests  that  all  residents  take 
a  few  minutes  to  examine  the  entries  to  their  driveways 
and  residences  to  ensure  that  their  addresses  are  clearly 
posted  and  easily  visible.  If  not,  please  make  arrange- 
ments to  ensure  that  repairs  and /or  improvements 
are  taken  care  of  this  Spring.  Local  law  enforcement 
and  emergency  officials  have  experienced  some 
difficulty  in  finding  some  of  our  homes.  In  the  event 
of  an  emergency,  we  all  need  immediate  locatability. 
Let's  work  together  and  not  over-challenge  the  emer- 
gency drivers,  who  may  not  be  familiar  with  your  street 
or  house. 


Town  Driveway  Roughening 
Project  at  Pathway  Crossings 

The  Town  of  Los  Altos  HiUs  will  be  undertaking  a  pilot 
project  this  spring  to  roughen  a  five  foot  wide  pathway 
crossing  25  driveways  in  Town  that  have  been  deter- 
mined to  be  slippery  for  pathway  users.  Typical  drive- 
way materials  that  are  often  slippery  include  exposed 
aggregate,  smooth  finished  concrete  and  new  or  sealed 
asphalt.  This  slippery  condition  is  exacerbated  when  the 
driveway  is  wet. 

The  Town's  project  will  roughen  driveways  by  two 
methods.  Asphalt  driveway  crossings  will  be  heated 
with  torches  and  roughened  with  an  "asphalt  rake." 
The  roughening  wiU  be  done  only  within  the  Town's 
right-of-way  or  pathway  easements,  and  will  be  con- 
tained within  a  five  foot  wide  strip.  Examples  of  this 
roughening  may  be  seen  on  driveways  along  the  east 
side  of  Taaffe  Road. 

Concrete,  exposed  aggregate,  or  other  non-asphalt 
driveways  will  receive  a  non-skid  epoxy  adhesive 
similar  to  that  used  for  handicap  ramps  or  pedestrian 
ramps  on  public  facilities,  such  as  stadiums  or  other 
outdoor  facilities.  All  work  will  be  administered  and 
inspected  by  the  City  Engineer.  Residents  affected  by 
this  project  were  notified  by  a  mailing  sent  out  on 
February  18th  of  this  year. 

The  Town's  Municipal  Code  requires  residents  to 
maintain  pathway  crossings  in  a  manner  which 
minimizes  the  danger  of  slipping  to  pedestrians  or 
horses,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Engineer.  The  Town 
encourages  residents  to  voluntarily  comply  with  the 
code  to  improve  the  safety  of  our  paths  as  well  as  to 
reduce  their  own  potential  liability  exposure.  Residents 
interested  in  roughening  the  pathway  crossing  of  their 
own  driveway  may  call  Town  Hall  for  more  information 
on  acceptable  methods  of  roughening.

Library  Dedication 

The  newly  expanded  and  remodeled  Los  Altos  Library, 
wWch  serves  residents  of  Los  Altos  and  Los  Altos  Hills, 
will  be  formally  dedicated  at  a  Dedication  Program  on 
April  18th  at  12:00  noon.  Tlie  program  will  be  held  at  the 
library  which  is  located  in  the  Los  Altos  Civic  Center  on 
San  Antonio. 

The  main  speaker  at  the  dedication  is  Dr.  David  Riggs, 
Professor  and  Chairman  of  the  Stanford  University 
Commission  on  Libraries.  Other  speakers  will  include 
Barbara  Tryon,  Mayor  of  Los  Altos  Hills,  and  Penny 
Lave,  Mayor  of  Los  Altos.  Following  the  dedication, 
there  will  be  tours  of  the  library  lead  by  library  staff, 
Library  Commissioners,  and  volunteer  docents. 

The  library  will  be  dedicated  to  the  citizens  of  Los  Altos 
and  Los  Altos  Hills,  whose  continuing  support  through 
a  supplementary  $52  per  year  tax  has  made  the  project 
possible.  The  library  has  been  expanded  from  14,000 
sqare  feet  to  28,000  sqare  feet  and  extensive  remodeling 
has  opened  up  the  library  to  a  feeling  of  light  and  to 
a  greater  enjoyment  of  the  historic  apricot  orchard  in 
which  it  is  located.  Seating  space  has  doubled,  a  pro- 
gram room  has  been  added,  and  space  for  books  has 
been  greatly  increased.  All  residents  are  encouraged 
to  visit  the  new  library  and  attend  the  dedication 
ceremony. 

Improvements  on  Main  Street 

The  City  of  Los  Altos  is  currently  planning  a  project 
that  will  improve  safety  conditions  for  pedestrians  and 
motorists  at  the  intersections  of  Main  Street  and  Second 
Street,  and  Main  and  Third.  The  goal  is  to  extend  the 
curbs  and  sidewalk  on  all  four  corners  of  the  two  inter- 
sections. The  project  will  also  include  beautification 
improvements  (planters,  landscaping,  surface  treatment, 
street  furniture,  etc.)  consistent  with  the  recently 
adopted  Gates  Urban  Design  Study. 

The  City  is  planning  to  resurface  all  of  Main  Street  from 
Foothill  Expressway  to  San  Antonio  Road,  along  with 
the  intersection  improvements,  in  order  to  accomplish 
a  complete  and  finished  product.  The  work  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  the  latter  half  of  July  and  August,  1993.

State  Budget  Effect 
on  Local  Revenues 

One  way  that  the  State  balanced  its  budget  in  1992-1993 
was  to  transfer  local  property  taxes  from  cities  and 
special  districts  to  the  schools.  This  reduced  the  amount 
of  state  support  given  to  schools.  The  Town  of  Los  Altos 
Hills  saw  $57,994  shifted  to  schools,  while  the  Los  Altos 
Fire  Protection  District  (which  serves  Los  Altos  Hills) 
lost  $174,217.
